Dr. K. Fletcher Ingals of Chicago, in 


a paper with this title, said that the 
absence of systematic study by physi- 
cians and the very meager literature 
aompellad him to be somewhat dogmatic 
in his paper. One ot the most common 
observations made by medical men, he 
said, W*B tip* fee long, nanww) flat 
ibested imfividual-waB the one liable to 
Ihe development of tuberculosis and 
that in patients presenting this form of 
ohest the chances for recovery were re- 
duced to a minimum. 
This observation he considered suffi- 


cient to suggest that systematic physical 
training in aiding the development of 
the respiratory muscles, thoracic walls 
And pulmonary capacity would be of 
great service in preventing tuberculosis 
and in curing its early stages. Col lapsed 
air cells, he said, furnished a most fa- 
vorable nidus for the development of 
tuberculosis. Therefore for the preven- 
tion of the disease measures should be 
adopted to expand the lungs and bring 
the air cells into the best possible work- 
ing condition. 


He thought it probable that in most 


cases there was an early tuberculous 
localized anaemia, diminishing the nutri- 
tion of the parts and making them more 
susceptible to the tubercle bacilH and 
their toxins. Of the large percentage of 
the human family said to be affected by 
tuberculosis (80 per cent), the majority 
recovered, even when the disease affect- 
ed the lungs, it not proving fatal in 
more than 13 per cent 


He stated that in most of those who 


recovered the disease had made but lit- 
le progress, and that it-was only at 
utopsy after death from other causes 
bat its presence was detected, in view 
t which it was the physician's duty to 
eeommend measures likely to strength- 


the resisting power of the lungs. 


The beneficial influence of a high alti- 
ude he considered probably due to the 
noreased distension of the air vessels, 
and that as a means of prophylaxis the 
Irst measure should be to teach the pa- 
tient to breathe deeply. 
Oarefnl physical training, he said, 


was of the greatest importance, it being 
Missible for the long, narrow, flat chest- 
id to increase the expansion of the chest 
,wo or three inches, improve the form 
and increase the circumference. He be- 
ieved it possible by physical develop- 
ment to check the process of tuberculosis 
when it bad become established in the 
chest and to promote recovery. —Med- 
loal Record. 


COMMERCIAL ENGLISH.

Manufacturers who wish to do an ex- 


port business must have their circulars 
and catalogues translated into foreign 
languages, says Engineering, but care 
should be taken that the translator is 
not only a good linguist, but also an ex- 
pert in the particular business to which 
the documents to be translated refer. 
Otherwise the translation is apt to be a 
matter ot ridicule to those to whom it 
is tent. 
We cannot well give an instance to 


show how an English circular might be 
translated into bad German, for exam- 
ple, bat the London Engineer gives us 
the following illustration of a transla- 
tion from another language into English, 
which is probably no woriie than many 
translations from English.

A eorrwpondvnt ukt the JousNAt, if 


lu it« opinion, the Silver party thoold 
diaband, until it it known what tb« 
^•rttonal «ODT«ntlont in 1900 will do in 
Mgard to attw. We will answer the 
qamtloD •• frankly •• the Inquiry wu 
made. There can certainly be DO barm 
In maintaining the Sliver party organ* 
liatlon ai It baa its State and County 
Central Committee*, whiob, however, 
will not. la all probability, be called 
apon to do anything before the OB«- 
leMQMa of IU existence U made so ap- 
parent that no boneit and •entitle 
member of the party will fail to recog- 
nize the fact. A few membera of the 
Silver party are afraid, or protean to be, 
that the Democratic National Conven- 
tion will go back on Its action in 1896, 
and will either dodge the issue or 
adopt the Republican policy of a single 
•tandart). There la aa little chance for 
this as for the Republicans adopting a 
16 to 1 bimetallic resolution and nomi- 
nating Senator Teller to carry it oat. 
Bimetallism la gaining strength every 
darintfao East, and tbe new converts 
recognise to a man, that the Democratic 
U the party for them to affiliate witb 
it they desire to render practical serv- 
ice to tbe ullver cause. We are as con- 
fident, as of oar existence, that the 
Demaoratic National Convention in 
1900 will readopt, substantially, the 
platform of '96, witb each additions as 
arc necessary on account of the change 
in conditions, resulting from the Span- 
lib war. It is as certain as fate that 
there will be no change upon tbe finan- 
cial question, and it is almost equally 
i*ert»in that William Jennings Bryan 
will again be tb» standard bearer of the 
party aa he was in 1896. The only 
thing that can prevent this is tbe death 
of tbe gallant cbampiou before the 
meeting of the convention. 


The issue will be squarely made, and 


tbe complexion of both tbe Republican 
and Democratic National Conventions 
in regard to their financial policies, will 
be known long enough before tbe con- 
ventions meet to enable every Silver 
party man in Nevada to judge as to the 
necessity of maintaining a separate 01- 
gaoi*>Uou In the State. 


The logical policy to pursue, it we 


bave prophesied correctly, would be 
for tbe Democratic and Silver party 
8.at« Central Committees to meet to- 
gether in friendly council, and act har- 
moniously in the selection of delegates 
to the Democratic Nntioual Cooveutioo, 
and in tbe election of delegates to tbe 
Democratic State Convention, which 
would elect a new committee composed 
of former Silver party men and Demo 
crats, to be known as the Democratic 
State Central Committee. 


It is nonsense to talk about making 


the silver fight in this or any other 
State, except under the Democratic 
bauner. Tbe aeareuruw of tbe loss of 
a few silver Republicans is tbe veriest 
balderdasb. The lose in this State 
would not amount to twenty votes, 
while tbe mustering of tbe silver forces 
under tbe Democratic banner would 
insure tbe election of tbe ticket by a 
larger majority than waa ever given to 
any party in tbe State. 


In conclusion—If the JOURNAL'S pre- 


dictions are not verified in 1900, it will 
agree to support Bill Stewart for Pres- 
ident, if he should be nominated by tbe 
Nevada Silver or any other party rep- 
resenting tbe bimetallic cause.

Qeneral O. O. Howard ia u conserva- 


tive sort of a military man, and bis be- 
ing on the retired list makes his Judg- 
ment as to tbe military needs of the 
country free from all suspicion of per- 
sonal interest. Qeneral Howard thinks 
fee can get along- well enough witb an 
army of 67,400 men, distributed as fol- 
lows: 
In Porto Rico, 1,200; in Cuba, 


12,000; at borne and in Hawaii, 30,200 
This force should be so officered and 
organized that could b» promptly in- 
creased to 108,000 in an emergency. 
The American people are going to be 
•MMWbat sensitive about tbe increase 
of the standing army. A marked in- 
crease over the ante-bellum standard 
is, of course, necessary, but i*, cannot 
become tbe American theory to keep a 
standing army to match the European 
powers. Tbe National Guard is still 
tbe American kind of army, and if prop- 
erly organized and supported it will 
stand oar needs. 


General Howard also pretents in a 


very sensible way tbe need for keeping 
politics oat of tbe army. The appoint- 
ment of brigadiers out of civil life, 
without any technical knowledge of the 
duties of tbelr positions, to rank over 
officers of tbe regular army, who bare 
spent years in training, was a political 
measure wkicb should be made impos- 
sible in the future. General Howard 
thinks the general of tbe Army should 
be Commander-in-chief, or be should 
not bave the title. His notion is to 
make tbe oommander-ia-chlef respon- 
sible, and tbe generals under him re- 
spousibls, each In his department, for 
the whole life of tbe army, equipments, 
commissary, hospitals and everything. 
Concentration of responsibility is cer- 
tainly a wise theory in general, and ia 
responsible for the army.
